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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants state that the YSZ layer of JP '077 
must be formed on the sintered silicon nitride compact, and therefore there would not be a reasonable expection of success to use the 
YSZ layer of JP '077 in the fuel cell of Nishi. However, it would be obvious to use the entire structure of JP '077, including the silicon 
nitride layer, in the fuel cell of Nishi. In paragraph [0036], JP '077 teaches that the silicon nitride functions as an anode support (see also 
Fig. 2). JP'077 further teaches that the air electrode may comprise LaSrMn03. Nishi discloses that the air electrode may comprise a 
lanthanum manganese system material, so the air electrode materials disclosed by the references are not inconsistent with each other. 
Thus, the artisan would understand that the co-sintering process of Nishi could still be performed between at least the YSZ layer and the 
lanthanum manganese layer. The sintering operation would be subequent to the processing steps disclosed by JP '077. 
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
